Hartford contractors completed various improvements and repairs including; a new bedroom 

addition to address an overcrowding situation, new energy efficient windows, doors, and appliances, 

a new driveway and walkway, and various code repairs. 

Ms. Lewis is excited about the heating system repairs competed just in time for Winter.  Her 

granddaughters love their new bedroom, since they no longer have to sleep on mattresses on the 

floor. Her newly paved driveway and walkway have made travel from her car to the house safer.
